TONE BROTHERS, INC. 
YESTERDAY TODAY AND TOMORROW 





@ Yesterday 


Tone Brothers was established in 1873. The original place of business expanded two store fronts, and was located 
at 207 Walnut Street, where the Civic Center is today. Tone’s remained on Walnut Street for nine years, until a 
building was purchased at 213 Court Avenue in 1882. This was where business transpired for the next twelve 
years until we were compelled to seek larger accommodations. The Federal building is now at this location. 

A four story facility with a balcony was built at 109 - 111 Court Avenue in 1894 which was planned, designed 
and supervised entirely by brothers Isaac and Jehiel Tone. A brick wall on the east side of Tone’s building, that 
was 3 feet deep at the base, was credited with saving the building on three separate occasions when fire broke 
out east of this wall. At that time 28 - 30 people were employed, not including a “strong force of traveling 


salesmen.” 
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Brothers Jehiel and I.E. Tone. 





Product was well known and 
extensively “sold throughout all the 
central and western states.” A 
brass plaque with the words “Tone 
Bros.” that was designed and 
handmade to hang above the front 
entrance door to the building on 
Court Avenue, hangs in our corpo- 
rate office lobby today. The Polk 
County Administration Building is 
now located on Court Avenue 
where the Tone’s facility was for 
sixty five years. 

After the Post Office bought the 
facility on Court Avenue, we moved 
into a “temporary” facility at 201 
S.W. 2nd Street in 1959. The build- 
ing on S.W. 2nd Street was Tone’s 
home for 11 years from 1959 - 
1970. In the spring of 1971, Tone’s 
moved into a new facility at 4900 
N.E. 22nd Street where we worked 
and business grew for over 15 
years. In August 1992, the Distri- 
bution Warehouse and Customer 
Service Department moved to 1850 
East Euclid due to growing busi- 
ness and the need to expand our 
facilities. 

In 1985 and 1986 Operations 
and Administrative offices moved 
into the Jacobson Warehouse fa- 
cility at 4141 McDonald Avenue, 
our present facility, and we were all 
once again under one roof. We had 
168 full-time employees, 23 part- 
time employees, and a regional 
sales staff of 8 covering all 50 
states and parts of Canada.

JOHN BOEPPLE 


The first part of the museum is a display of John 
Boepple. Boepple worked as a button maker in Ger- 
many until tariffs forced him out of business. 


Boepple is something of a tragic figure, since he is 
the innovator behind the fresh-water pearl button 
industry, but does not achieve financial success from 
his own creation. Coming to America without 
money, Boepple needed investors to begin his first 
button factory. Some of Boepple’s investors as well 
as employees were not above taking his ideas and 
techniques and starting their own companies. 


Boepple was known as a stubborn man, and was 
very much opposed to changes in his techniques and 
equipment. When changes in the button industry 
began to take place, Boepple was very much op- 
posed and wanted nothing to do with them, despite 
the fact that many companies wanted to capitalize on 
his fame and use him as a spokesman. 


As you may recall from the film, legend has it that 
Boepple cut his foot on a clamshell while wading in 
the Sangamon River. Ironically, in the fall of 1911, 
he again cut his foot on a clamshell while wading in 
the river and developed blood poisoning. He died 
on January 30, 1912 at Bellevue Hospital, and is 
buried in Greenwood Cemetery. To honor the man 
who changed Muscatine so dramatically, button fac- 
tories, banks, and businesses closed for his funeral. 
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CLAMMING 


Clamming took place on many rivers in the 
Midwest, and with so many factories pro- 
ducing buttons in Muscatine, the Missis- 
sippi River was one of the most notable 
spots. Flat-bottomed “johnboats” could be 


~ seen on the river from morning until night. 


The long bars along the side of the boat held 
“crows feet” drag hooks. The bar would be 
dropped, and the hooks would scrape along 
the bottom of the river, where the fresh wa- 
ter mussels (locally referred to as “clams”) 
make their home. When a hook would 
brush past, the mussel , mouth partially 
open, would instinctively snap itself shut 
and become caught. 


Once the shell was caught, the shells would 
be collected on the shore and boiled, which 
would allow the inside “meat” to be 
scooped out. There was no market for hu- 
man consumption of fresh water mussels. 
People who recall eating them have de- . 
scribed them as very rubbery and tasting 
like mud. The most common use of the 
meat was to feed it to pigs.

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THE CONCERN 


Since the summer of 1998 a group of interested 
_ Iowans have studied the condition of the Iowa 
Battle Flag collection. 


The 1999 Legislature provided funds ‘to conduct 
a study to stabilize the battle flag collection by 
a professional flag conservator’. 


In January 2000, Fonda Thomson, nationally 
known conservator, examined the flags and 
offered an initial assessment: the silk flags are 
brittle but conservable, to save them they must 
be removed from their staffs and laid flat in a 
controlled environment, the silk flags are 
deteriorating each day they remain in their 
present environment. 


In August 2000, the Iowa Battle Flag Advisory 
Committee published it’s report in which they 
recommended that the $150,000 funded by the 
2000 Legislature be used to stabilize the 
battle flags in Iowa City and move them to 
appropriate storage in Des Moines. They further 
recommended the immediate preparation of 
two or three flags for display. 


Much work still remains to save the flags. 
Will you help us? Speak to your legislators

Enemy soldiers 
would single out the colorbearers for 
careful aim. 


To carry the colors was the greatest 
honor a soldier could receive and 
the most perilous kind of duty. 
Colorbearers were chosen from the 
tallest and most morally upright 
men of the regiment.

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The German American Heritage Center 
is located in the historic 

Germania/ Miller/Standard Hotel at 
the foot of the Centennial Bridge in 
downtown Davenport. 


In 1868, the Germania House is built, 
replacing the wooden hotel 
previously on site. The sole 
remaining German "Gasthaus" or 
guest house, in the area, it is 
intended to accommodate thousands 
of immigrants who need shelter 
before settling nearby, throughout 
the region, and points further west. 


In 1876 a German immigrant and 
Davenport manufacturer, John 
Fredrich Miller, purchases the hotel 
and operates it as the Miller Hotel 
which includes a restaurant, billiard 
parlor and saloon until 1889. 


In 1924 the building is renamed the 
Standard Hotel. It remains as such 
until it closes in 1990. 


In 1983, the building is listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places.
